Boehner Touts New Debt Measure 


Both sides ready rival 
backup plans to avoid 
government default 


Washington 

With bipartisan debt-limit talks dead- 
locked, House Republicans and Sen- 
ate Democrats readied rival emergen- 
cy fallback plans Sunday in hopes of 
reassuring world financial markets 
the U.S. government will avoid an 
unprecedented default. 

In a conference call, Speaker John 
Boehner summoned his conservative 
rank and file to swing behind a “new 
measure” that could clear both hous- 
es of Congress. 

“It won’t be ‘Cut, Cap and Balance’ 
as we passed it,” he said, referring to 
a measure — killed in the Senate on 
Friday — that would have required 
spending cuts of an estimated $6 tril- 
lion as well as congressional approv- 
al of a constitutional balanced bud- 
get amendment for ratification by the 
states. The new approach is “going 
to require some of you to make some 
sacrifices,” he added, according to a 
person familiar with his remarks. 

Separately, President Obama invit- 
ed the two top congressional Demo- 
crats to a highly unusual White House 
meeting Sunday evening. 

One of them. Senate Majority 
Leader Harry Reid, was at work on a 
Democratic fallback measure, too.

Without congressional action by 
Aug. 2, the Treasury will be unable 
to pay all its bills, risking a default 
that could have severe consequenc- 
es for the U.S. economy and the 
world’s, too.

Republican officials said Boehner 
envisioned an increase in the nation’s 
debt limit by $1 trillion and slightly 
more than that in federal spending 
cuts, with the promise of additional 
progress on both sides of the ledger 
if Congress could agree. 

Democratic officials said Reid was 
at work on legislation to raise the gov- 
ernment’s debt limit by $2.4 trillion 
— enough to assure no recurrence of 
the current crisis until 2013 — and 
reduce spending by slightly more.

Midnight ceremonies 
begin landmark day 
for gay community 

New York 

Buoyant gay couples cheered by 
supporters began marrying Sunday 
on the landmark day that New York 
became the sixth and largest state to 
recognize same-sex weddings and 
provided fresh energy to the nation- 
al gay rights movement. 

Couples began exchanging vows 
at midnight from Niagara Falls to 
Long Island, though the center of 
the action was in New York City, 
where officials expected to host hun- 
dreds of same-sex weddings. About 
100 couples waited in line in Man- 
hattan for the chance to exchange 
vows at the city clerk’s office. 

The first couple to marry in 
Manhattan were Phyllis Siegel, 76, 


and Connie Kopelov, 84, who have 
been together for 23 years. Kopelov 
arrived in a wheelchair and stood 
with the assistance of a walker. 
Witnesses cheered and wiped away 


tears after the two women vowed 
to “honor and cherish” each other 
as spouses and then kissed. 

“I am breathless. I almost 
couldn’t breathe,” Siegel said after 


the ceremony. “The fact that’s it’s 
happening to us — that we ... can 
do this like everyone else.” 

New York’s adoption of legal 
same-sex marriage is viewed as a 
pivotal moment in the national gay 
rights movement. The state joined 
Connecticut, Iowa, Massachusetts, 
New Hampshire and Vermont, 
along with Washington, D.C. 

In New York City and other 
locations, judges waived a man- 
datory 24-hour waiting period 
that allowed couples to exchange 
vows moments after receiving 
their licenses. 

Initially, New York City officials 
had projected that about 2,500 
couples might show up at the city 
clerk’s offices hoping to get mar- 
ried on Sunday, but 823 couples 
had signed up — 59 more than the 
city had planned to accommodate. 
The city will perform ceremonies 
for all 823. chris hawley (ap)

For Ensign Peggy LeGrand, the 
biggest concern about serving on 
a submarine is not spending weeks 
at a time in tight quarters with an 
entirely male crew. What worries 
her is the scrutiny that comes with 
breaking one of the last gender bar- 
riers in the U.S. military. 

LeGrand is among a small 
group of female officers who are 
training at sites including Gro- 
ton, Conn., to join the elite sub- 
marine force beginning later this 
year. While the Navy says it is not 
treating them any differently from 
their male counterparts, officials 
have been working to prepare the 
submarine crews — and the sail- 
ors’ wives — for one of the most 
dramatic changes in the 111-year 
history of the Navy’s “silent ser- 
vice.”

Continent grapples 
with Islamophobia 
after Norway attack 

London 

Some British mosques are boost- 
ing security after Norway’s massa- 
cre was traced to a man who fears 
Muslims are taking over Europe, an 
attack that exposed a failure to root 
out Islamophobia that has bled into 
the European mainstream. 

Muslim leaders say it’s time for 
governments to wake up to the 
threat of anti-Islamic extremism 
and stop pandering to far-right 
nationalist movements that have 
made inroads in politics from the 
Netherlands to Austria. European 
attitudes, though, are unlikely to 
change overnight. 

“People are looking over their 


shoulders and afraid that we will be 
the next target,” said Mohammed 
Shafiq of the Ramadhan Founda- 
tion, one of Britain’s largest Mus- 
lim organizations, on Sunday. 

Mohammed Bechari, head of 
the European Islamic Conference, 
said that even though millions of 
Europe’s Muslims were born here 
and have assimilated into societies 
that consider themselves tolerant, 
“racism [and] anti-Muslim senti- 
ments have become the norm.” 


A mosque in the Russian town 
of Berezovsky was defaced over- 
night Friday with graffiti reading 
“Russia for Russians!” according 
to the website Islamnews.ru. Mus- 
lim cemeteries in France are reg- 
ularly vandalized. 

When news of Norway’s attacks 
first emerged, suspicion fell on 
Islamic extremists, responsible 
for some of Europe’s worst horrors 
in recent history. That the suspect 
turned out to be a blond man with 


anti-Muslim, fundamentalist Chris- 
tian views caught many off guard 
and exposed a knee-jerk Islamo- 
phobia that puts Europe’s leaders 
in a new bind. 

It’s uncertain whether Norway’s 
attack, widely condemned by reli- 
gious leaders and politicians, will 
jolt leaders into attacking Islamo- 
phobia with the same zeal as in the 
fight against Islamic terrorism. 

In Britain in recent weeks, a 
pig’s head was left at a mosque out- 
side of Oxford, and there have been 
repeated attacks on women wear- 
ing headscarves and full-face cov- 
erings, Shafiq said. He said securi- 
ty talks were under way with police 
in Manchester, home to many of 
Britain’s nearly 2 million Muslims.

Thousands Converge on Madrid to Protest Austerity Measures 


Madrid 

Thousands of protesters angry 
about Spain’s brutal economic woes 
once again filled Madrid’s down- 
town Sol square Sunday after many 
weeks spent marching hundreds of 
miles across the country. 

Seven columns of marchers 


converged on the city Saturday 
and met at the square where thou- 
sands camped out for three weeks 
in May. Some protesters began their 
march 34 days ago, walking about 
400 miles.

Taliban push back 
as coalition cedes 
control to Afghans 

Siraqula, Afghanistan 

As Helmand’s provincial capital of 
Lashkar Gah marked the official 
start of its transition from NATO 
to Afghan control last week, fierce 
fighting in the market town of Sir- 
aqula served as a reminder that the 
war is still on in what remains the 
country’s deadliest province for 
coalition forces. 

Lashkar Gah is one of five pro- 
vincial capitals and two provinc- 
es that President Hamid Karzai 
deemed ready for Afghan control 
in the next several months. 

NATO intends these transition 
areas to be the leading edge of a 
sovereign state capable of provid- 
ing for its citizens by the time the 
coalition completes the withdraw- 
al of combat troops in 2014. 

Still, it remains unclear whether 
the modest security gains achieved 
will expand to Taliban strongholds 
in northern Helmand, where U.S. 
Marines are trying to pacify prime 
poppy growing areas that are the 
insurgency’s profit center. 

“If the Marines come here, the 
Taliban shoot. If the Taliban come, 
the Marines shoot,” an elderly farm- 
er named Aqatar Mohammad said

Insurgents in southern Afghani- 
stan hanged an 8-year-old boy six 
days after they abducted him, the 
Afghan governmentsaid Sunday. 
The boy’s captors had demanded 
that his father, a police officer, sup- 
ply them with a police vehicle, and 
he refused, said a statement from 
President Hamid Karzai’s office. The 
militants hanged the boy Friday. The 
statement condemned the act as 
a “cowardly crime" and referred to 
the killers as “terrorists," but did not 
specify which terrorist group, (ap)

Siraqula’s Salaam Bazaar. “We are 
between two mountains.” 

He said the area has become 
increasingly dangerous since the 
Marines set up base this summer, 
but he is staying because he fears 
the bombs lining the roads.

SmarTrip Accounts Move to Web 


Metro also to create 
virtual tunnel between 
two Farragut stations 

Washington 

Riders who use Metro’s electronic 
fare cards will be able to add money 
to their SmarTrip accounts online, 
one of several improvements the 
transit authority plans to intro- 
duce this year. 

General Manager Richard Sar- 
les touted the additional servic- 
es at a Thursday meeting of Met- 
ro’s board of directors, the last 
before the panel recesses for the 
summer. 


In his first six-month report 
since being hired as Metro’s per- 
manent chief, Sarles also said the 
agency will create a “virtual tun- 
nel” between Farragut North on 
the Red Line and Farragut West 
on the Orange and Blue lines, 
allowing riders to go from one 
station to the other without pay- 
ing a new fare. 

Metro will also bring back a 
“mystery shopper’” program, in 
which undercover inspectors eval- 
uate service in the system. 

Riders have long wanted the 
virtual tunnel between Farragut 
North and Farragut West to ease 
movement between different parts 
of the system. 


Wage Dispute Over 

A federal judge ruled Friday in 
favor of the union that repre- 
sents most Metro employees in 
an ongoing wage dispute with 
the transit authority. Amalgam- 
ated Transit Union Local 689, 
which has about 10,000 mem- 
bers, had been in arbitration with 
Metro over a 9 percent wage 
increase for its members to be 
awarded in 3 percent incre- 
ments for 2009, 2010 and 2011.

The software is being tested now, 
and “assuming no major issues are 
discovered,” Sarles said, it will be 
rolled out in the fall.

“help coach employees, recognize 
good service and monitor progress 
to improve customer satisfaction,”

Car Thefts Tamed by Technology 


Newer vehicles, key 
systems help thwart 
more area auto thieves 

Washington 

Car thefts are going the way of the 
pay phone. 

The scourge of thieves jamming 
a screwdriver into a car’s ignition 
and joy-riding with friends has 
nearly become a thing of the past, 
part of a dramatic regional and 
national decline in auto theft that 
is the result of advances in anti- 
theft technology and aggressive 
police work. 

Newer cars, equipped with 


high-tech keys and immobiliz- 
er systems, are impossible to hot- 
wire. Police deploy license plate 
scanners and bait cars, and servic- 
es such as OnStar give investiga- 
tors an edge in hunting down sto- 
len cars and the crooks who swipe 
them. Improved anti-terror laws 
have made it harder to falsify doc- 
uments and launder cars, making 
it less likely a hot car will hit the 
secondary market disguised as a 
legitimate one. And police have put 
resources into dismantling theft 
rings and chop shops. 

That combination of auto indus- 
try advances and old-fashioned 
law enforcement deterrence has 
sent car theft plummeting across

the United States by more than 
40 percent since 2003, the last year 
that saw an increase. The decline 
far outpaces drops in every other 
crime category. 

Vehicle theft was so rampant 
in Prince George’s County in 2004 
that, on average, there was a car 
stolen almost every 30 minutes. By 
last year, the crime had dropped by 
about 60 percent. In the District 


and across Maryland, the num- 
ber of stolen cars has fallen about 
50 percent in the past seven years. 
Virginia car theft, in line with 
national averages, has declined 
42 percent. Fairfax County’s thefts 
have dropped at the same rate, to 
837 last year, less than one-tenth 
of 1 percent of the 956,528 regis- 
tered vehicles there. 

“We thought that car theft 
would be the one kind of crime that 
lends itself to solving,” said Chuck 
Wexler, executive director of the 
Washington-based Police Execu- 
tive Research Forum. “Finally, tech- 
nology has caught up to the intui- 
tive vision street cops had a decade

Manifesto traces 
the detailed planning 
in Norway’s tragedy 

Oslo, Norway 

To Anders Behring Breivik, the Nor- 
way explosion and shootings that killed 
at least 93 people were a “marketing 
method” for his manifesto, which not 
only lays out his extreme nationalist 
philosophy but reveals his attack meth- 
ods and encourages like-thinkers to do 
their own mass killing. 

Breivik describes how he bought 
armor, guns, tons of fertilizer and other 
bomb components, stashed caches of 
weapons and wiped his computer hard 
drive — all while evading police suspi- 
cion and being nice to his neighbors. 

Friday’s bombing at government 
headquarters in Oslo — which killed at 
least seven — and the shootings — which 
killed at least 86 at a ruling-party island 
retreat for young people — have rattled 
Norway, home to the Nobel Peace Prize 
and where the average policeman patrols 
without a firearm. More than 90 peo- 
ple were wounded, and others remain 
missing at both crime scenes. 

Authorities revealed Sunday that 
one of the attacker’s first victims on 
the island was an off-duty police officer 
who had been hired to provide private 


security, shedding new light on the 
confusion many survivors described 
during the 90-minute massacre. 

Police have not released the names 
of any victims, but they were mourned 
Sunday. Norway’s King Harald V; his 
wife. Queen Sonja; and Prime Minis- 
ter Jens Stoltenberg were part of the 
crowd packed into Oslo Cathedral. Peo- 
ple who could not fit inside the grand 
church, which was strewn with flowers 
and candles, huddled under umbrellas 
amid drizzling rain. 

Police and Breivik’s lawyer have 
said that he confessed to the attacks but 
denied criminal responsibility for Nor- 
way’s deadliest day ever in peacetime. 
Breivik has been charged with terrorism 
and will be arraigned Monday. Norway 
has no death penalty. Its maximum sen- 
tence for any crime is 21 years. 

Breivik’s attorney, Geir Lippestad, 
said that his client asked for an open

court hearing “because he wants to 
explain himself.” 

“He wanted a change in society and, 
from his perspective, he needed to force 
through a revolution,” Lippestad told 
public broadcaster NRK. 

Lippestad said his client wrote the 
1,500-page manifesto alone — though 
parts were lifted from the writings of 
U.S. mail bomber Ted Kaczynski. It’s part 
anti-immigrant rant, part diary and part 
prediction of a judgment day. 

The planning explained in the doc- 
ument drilled down to the tiniest tasks. 
He choose a Hyundai for a trip to Prague 
to buy an AK-47 because he thought it 
was the kind of car a retiree would drive, 
so he probably wouldn’t get stopped on 
his way back to Oslo. He hid most of his 
armor in a waterproof case underground 
in a forest, but a police riot officer’s uni- 
form that didn’t fit was shoved into a box 
labeled “air soft equipment.” (ap)

Unload Your Deal

Wish you hadn’t bought that daily 
deal for a hot air balloon ride? 
You’re not alone. 

A growing number of shoppers 
with buyer’s remorse are tapping an 
emerging resale market to unload 
the coupons they no longer want 
from sites such as Groupon and 
LivingSocial. 

For the uninitiated, daily deal 
sites offer limited-time discounts 
of as much as 90 percent on a vari- 
ety of products and services. But

the elements that make the deals 
so enticing — the steep price cuts, 
limited supply and countdown 
clock — can also be a potent mix 
for impulse purchases. 

That’s where sites such as 
DealsGoRound.com come into 


play. There’s no charge for sell- 
ers to list an unwanted coupon, 
but the site takes a 10 percent cut 
if it’s sold. At Lifesta.com, anoth- 
er resale site for daily deals, sell- 
ers pay 99 cents plus 8 percent of 
the sale price. Buyers don’t pay any 
fees on either site. 

“People buy deals with good 
intentions,” says Kris Petersen, 
founder and CEO of DealsGoR- 
ound. “But then the planning 
doesn’t come together or they run 
out of time to use the deal.” 

The emergence of the resale 


market is a natural outgrowth of 
the explosive popularity of daily 
deal sites in the past year. Although 
Groupon and LivingSocial are by 
far the biggest and best known 
players in the space, there are now 
an estimated 400 similar sites, 
according Daily Deal Media, which 
tracks the industry. And this year, 
consumers are expected to spend 
an estimated $1.9 billion snap- 
ping up bargains, about double the 
amount spent last year. 

The deals are usually tilted 
toward a higher-end clientele, with 
offers including discounts on res- 
taurant vouchers, wine tasting 
tours and shiatsu massages. But 
circumstances can sometimes 
prevent shoppers from redeem- 
ing their coupons. 

After paying $40 for a month 
of unlimited yoga classes on Grou- 
pon, Michael Roman found a more 
convenient venue for practicing his 
downward dog. So he decided to list 
the coupon on DealsGoRound. 

He listed the deal for the same 
amount he paid, with plans to lower 
the price if it didn’t sell quickly. But 
the coupon sold within hours. 

“The immediacy is what sur- 
prised me,” says Roman, a 47-year- 
old business analyst from Chicago. 

If a coupon is popular enough. 


The Fine Print 

It's worth noting that, technically, 
Groupon’s terms of use prohibit the 
unauthorized resale of its coupons. 
The fine print on LivingSocial’s site 
also prohibits the sale of its vouch- 
ers. LivingSocial gives shoppers five 
days to return deals for any reason. 
Groupon doesn’t offer such leeway. 
But the site says its customer ser- 
vice team works on a case-by-case 
basis to give buyers refunds or site 
credit if they can’t redeem a coupon 
for a legitimate reason — like a med- 
ical emergency. (AP) 


sellers may even be able to fetch 
a small profit. Because daily deal 
sites offer such steep discounts, 
sellers can list their coupons for 
more than they paid and still offer 
a bargain. For buyers, resale sites 
offer access to deals that are no 
longer available. 

In other cases, sellers may have 
to ask for less than they paid. This 
usually happens when a coupon’s 
expiration date is fast approach- 
ing. The worst-case scenario is 
that sellers never find a buyer; 
DealsGoRound says that happens 
with about a third of its listings.

NFL players appear 
set to approve a deal 
ending the lockout

As NFL players and teams made 
preparations to return to work, 
representatives of the league and 
players worked Sunday to try to 
have an official, written version of 
their 10-year collective bargaining 
agreement ready for player leaders 
to review Monday. 

The major elements of the deal 
essentially were in place, several 
people familiar with the discussions 
said. Members of the players’ rul- 
ing executive committee are sched- 
uled to meet Monday in Washing- 
ton and are likely to recommend 
approval of the labor agreement to 
the entire group of players. 

The deal must be ratified by a 
majority of the close-to 2,000 NFL 
players to take effect, but people 
within the sport said that approv- 
al would be virtually certain if the 
executive committee recommends 
such ratification. 


Agents were telling players late 
Saturday and Sunday to be ready 
to report to teams’ facilities at mid- 
week for voluntary workouts and to 
prepare to report to training camps 
late in the week. Teams’ front offic- 
es were gearing up for the expect- 
ed start of free agency. 

People within the sport were 
crediting NFL Commissioner Roger 
Goodell and DeMaurice Smith, the 
executive director of the NFL Play- 
ers Association, with forcefully 
pushing the talks in the late stag- 
es toward a resolution. 

Some players reacted angrily 
after the owners voted, 31-0 with 


one abstention by the Oakland 
Raiders, on Thursday in Atlanta to 
approve the labor deal and condi- 
tionally end the lockout in stages, 
based on ratification of the agree- 
ment by the players’ side. 

But Smith calmed the players 
and moved them toward resolution 
of the final details necessary to com- 
plete the agreement, people familiar 
with the players’ deliberations said. 
The league and players had agreed 
to the major economic components 
of the deal by July 15. 

Issues emerged about ironing 
out the final details, including dif- 
ferences between the two sides

It’s been a long wait for Evans, 
who first showed himself as a chal- 
lenger for major races in 2002, and 
twice finished second in the Tour, 
in 2007 and 2008, but couldn’t 
quite make it to the top of the podi-

Amy Winehouse, who died 
Saturday at age 27, wiLL 
now forever be a cipher 


A my, Amy, Amy. 

That’s the chorus in a song 
from the first Amy Winehouse 
album, "Trank,” released in 2003. She 
is singing to a man (or drug?) that 
""is too hard to ignore.” Her backup 
singers chant her name three times 
to a swaying, vaguely Middle Eastern 
beat, as if summoning her back from a 
lover’s trance. And Amy asks a strange 
musical question: ""So where’s my 
moral parallel?” 

What did she mean? What was 
she thinking? WHAT WAS SHE 
THINKING? That’s all that her fans 
can wonder in the wake of her utterly 
predictable yet still shocking death on 
Saturday at age 27. 

The song ""Amy, Amy, Amy” 
engages in a bit of unintentional ironic 
foreshadowing. ""Creative energy 
abused,” she sings. ""All my lyrics go 
unused.” 

It is hard to remember that the five- 
time Grammy winner and troubled 
soul had a life before the beehive and 
the booze and the drugs, before the 
fame, before the disastrous comeback 
concerts in which she could barely walk 
straight and could not remember the 
lyrics that she wrote: ""They tried to 
make me go to rehab, I said, "No, no. 


no. 


I met a British writer a while ago 
whose kid was in kindergarten with 
Amy Winehouse. They called her ""that 
crazy Amy Winehouse” even back 
then. So perhaps she was always a 
little off Yet there was a time when she 
seemed very serious about turning her 


expressive, brassy voice, shaped by the 
jazz records of her parents and paternal 
grandmother, into the voice of a star. 

Look at a YouTube video of a pre- 
beehive Amy singing on a British TV 
special from New Year’s Eve 2004^ 
hosted by band leader and pianist Tools 
Holland. 

Winehouse’s face is framed by 
long, straight black hair. She wears a 
blousy white top with a red geometric 
design, a short (but not too short) 
black skirt. She seems nervous in the 
seconds before she begins to sing the 
Dinah Washington hit ""Teach Me 


Tonight.” But the warmhearted horns 
of Holland’s band calm her down and 
rev her up. Her tart tone is clearly 
influenced by Washington, but the 
Winehouse style emerges as she bends 
notes in unexpected ways, plays with 
rhythm but never loses the beat, and 
captures the essence of a young girl 
yearning for love. 

""Did you say I had a lot to learn?” 
she asks in a voice full of tenderness 
and sass and creative energy. 

All her many fans can do is shake 
our heads and sigh, ""Amy, Amy, Amy.”

It’ll be an evening fit for a queen 
— namely, the queen of hip-hop 
soul. 

The Fillmore Silver Spring will 
finally open its doors Sept. 15 with 
a performance by R&B great Mary 
J. Blige — the first in a handful of 
concerts the venue announced Fri- 
day. Tickets for the Blige show go 
on sale July 29 at 10 a.m. through 
Ticketmaster. Other notable acts 
on the schedule include Black Star, 
Blondie, Primus, Cheap Trick, Pret- 
ty Lights and Louis Black. 

The 2,000-capacity venue is 
scheduled to open nearly four years 
after Live Nation, the world’s larg- 
est producer of concerts, sealed a 
deal to build one of its Fillmore ven- 
ues on Colesville Road, near Geor- 
gia Avenue, where a J.C. Penney 
department store once stood. 

Now, after years of red tape and 
construction, the venue is promis- 
ing big names and a wide variety 
of entertainment offerings. 

“We’re working to make this 
venue representative of the really 
rich diversity that’s in this region 
and in Silver Spring in particular,” 


says Stephanie Steele, the Fillmore 
Silver Spring’s general manager. 

Fans can expect R&B singers, 
classic rockers, country acts, alter- 
native-rock bands, rock en Espan- 
ol groups, comedians, local musi- 
cians and collaborations with the 
Fillmore’s across-the-street-neigh- 
bor, the AFI Silver Theatre. The 
Fillmore will also be available for 
private events. 

Steele says the general-admis- 
sion, all-ages club will be open three 
to five nights a week to start, with 


hopes of booking all seven nights 
in the future. Concerts will finish 
in time for patrons to catch the last 
Red Line trains out of the nearby 
Silver Spring Metro station. 

Fans can preview the space Sept. 
13 at an evening open house. 

The original Fillmore, in San 
Francisco, became a hub for psyche- 
delic rock in the 1960s, hosting the 
Doors, Jefferson Airplane, the Grate- 
ful Dead and countless others. Since 
then, the venue has spawned into a 
Live Nation-owned chain with loca-

^ ^ “There’s Something Wrong 

9:00 With Aunt Diane” (9 p.m., 
^ HBO) recalls a local trage- 
dy with universal implications and 
plumbs a mystery as deep and dark 
as the human heart. 

On July 26, 2009, a minivan 
speeding the wrong way on New 
York’s busy Taconic Parkway col- 
lided with another vehicle, leaving 
eight people dead — one of the worst 
accidents in New York state history. 
The accident killed the driver of the 
minivan, Diane Schuler, 36; Schul- 
er’s daughter and three nieces; and 
three men in the other car. Schul- 
er’s son, Bryan, survived. 

The sensational coverage of the 
accident turned to vengeful hyste- 
ria when toxicology reports revealed 
high levels of alcohol and THC (mar- 
ijuana) in Schuler’s blood. Her hus- 


band, family members, friends and 
co-workers did not recognize the 
monster portrayed in the press or the 
substance abuser who emerged from 
the autopsy. “Something Wrong” 
exhaustively examines the evidence, 
and interviews eyewitnesses and 
acquaintances of Schuler’s, focus- 
ing on the efforts of family mem- 
bers to clear her name. 

We learn that Diane Schuler was 
a woman who was a perfectionist 


in all senses of the word. Just what 
made her drive off the highway, 
however, may never be known. 

This documentary does a credi- 
ble job of handling its material until 
the very end, when it careens into 
tabloid territory. This strange lurch 
toward the lurid lasts only seconds, 
but it taints the entire film and left 
me wondering about the motiva- 
tions of its makers, kevin mcdonough
